The re always waa, 
however, an ideal, which, as I see now, is nearing realization. But these 
persons have dealt, or are dealing nith a oecret collection project, under the 
cover of the B.K. 

They have solved the problem of this work in the following manner: 

When the refugees were routed to WEIS , the leader of the local CARITAS, 
K&NTC ft, Fere nc - a successor to the Chief Councillor of the Gondanaaria, 

Dr. CSBTSJrr, Laazlo, and reportedly a cousin of BAH - waa transferred from 
hare to WSLS. KANTOR and CSETEHXI had worked together, until the latter emig- 
rated, for Lb. Col. KD1EHTI. KAHTCR io working (for KDIEOTI) today. This 
(problem) was solved by moving KAHTCR to WELS, whore ho would be paid by 
BDIEHH for his activity there. The leadership of tha CARITAS of LIHZ was 
offered to the Major VQERMAY, Foronc (Translator's remark : this name is almost, 
illegible), who, because of his lung disease, is under treatment in the local 
hospital for pulmonary diseases, but is not soriously sick and goes to tha 
off ice every day, and lounges about there all day long because he does not 
get many applicants now. Major VARHAI (Translator's remark: this seems to b© 
the correct spelling) Is well paid for bis work, because I am Informed that 
he io the correspondent of the Hrinrwirinn Aid Bureau and receives 800 Schilling 
monthly. In this manner, RAH, Jbno7 is in a position to maintain the CARITAS 
offices in operation at the two aforementioiied places. But the persona work- 
ing there are paid by others because, to tho best of ny information, he (BAB) 
does not have ary money available for this purpose. 

Tfhat I have reported above, I have heard from HAJliABY, Sandor, the so- 
called secretary of BAN. 

Wills this was going on, on one occasion I mat BAH, Jenoc during the 
month past and informsd him where 1 would like to meet him that sarao evening 
because I wanted to ask something from hie. Thereupon BAN answered me:
